That the Torrance HERALD reaches into the 

homes, and the hearts, of area residents was proved 
after a story and picture was published last Sunday 
appealing for blood donors drew responses from 54 
donors.

The blood was needed for Christy Prantz, five- 
year-old daughter of Mr. and Mrs. William Frantz, of 
2425Va' W. 248th St., who was critically burned while 
sitting in an automobile in front of her home Easter 
Sunday.

A match from a paper book she had found drop­ 
ped into her lap after she lighted it and the play dress 
she wore burst into flames inflicting third degree 
burns over 75 per cent of her body. Christy was res­ 
cued by George Westbrook, 25930 Cayuga Ave., and 
rushed to Harbor General Hospital where her grave 
condition made it necessary for transfusions of 15 
pints of blood during the following days.

After the story stating the need for an additional 
30 pints of. blood for Christy appeared in this news­ 
paper the 54 pints of blood were donated, 16 from the 
North Torrance Ljons Club.

Leslie Smith, assistant director of the hospital, 
told the HERALD that the response to the article was 
great, and that the little girl's condition was greatly 
improved,
